Adams County by Horticultiirali-ts 
to Prevent Pest Obtaining Foothold. 


Visions of the entrance of the Gypsy 
Moth into Pennsylvania alarmed fruit 
gnawer-- of this and every other sec­ 
tion when it was learned that out of 
644 shipments of New England nur­ 
sery stock. tw*o had gone astray and 
wore carrying egg masse* of the moth. 
The greatest care has been exer­ 
cised by growers of Adams county 
and by agricultural officials through­ 
out the State to prevent an outbreak 
of the pest, and weeks of strenuous 
scouting were directed by the bureau 
of plant industry of the departm ent 
of agriculture. 
The shipments 
wore found, 
one 
each in W arren and Washington coun­ 
ties. hut no moths were discovered, 
the eggs being apparently still dor­ 
mant. 
While no live moths were found, it 
is announced that the department is 
taking1 no chances. 
Inspections will 
be continued 'n every county in the 
State, and a careful program of spray­ 
ing is advised to keep the insect from 
getting a foothold in Pennsylvania. 
That the greatest vigilance is main­ 
tained is shown by the

DIARY OF A SOLDIER 


Interesting Experiences and Minute Details of the Civil War Ca­ 
reer of William A. Mcllhenny, Gettysburg 
\ eteran, 
as 
Taken From Day to Day Ledger Published For The 
First Time.

William A. Mcllhenny, who now re­ 
sides on 
Lincoln avenue, Geltjmburvc. 
was born
